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INTRODUCTION 


The  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972  as 
amended  (General  Revenue  Sharing)1  and  regulations  promul- 
gated under  title  II  of  the  Public  Works  Employment  Act  of 
1976  as  amended  (Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance)2  require 
each  State  and  local  government  which  receives  funds  to  supply 
certain  information  on  its  annual  fiscal  transactions,  including 
data  on  the  expenditure  of  funds  received  through  either  of 
these  programs.  This  report  presents  these  data  aggregated  by 
type  of  government  and  distributed  among  selected  expenditure 
categories.  In  addition,  individual  government  data  are  pre- 
sented for  all  States,  for  the  63  largest  counties,  and  for  the 
48  largest  municipalities.  Supplemental  information  is  pro- 
vided to  furnish  a  historical  and  fiscal  perspective  of  the  two 
programs. 

The  local  government  data  presented  in  this  volume  pertain 
to  the  local  fiscal  year  which  ended  between  July  1,  1977  and 
June  30,  1978  (mostly  on  December  31,  1977  or  June  30, 
1978).  For  States,  the  applicable  fiscal  year  ending  date  is 
June  30,  1978,  with  the  exceptions  of  Alabama  (September  30, 
1978),  Michigan  (September  30,  1978).  New  York  (March  31, 
1978),  and  Texas  (August  31,  1978). 


Allocation  and  Distribution  of  Funds 

General  Revenue  Sharing  (GRS)  funds  are  distributed  to 
more  than  38,000  general  purpose  governments,  Indian  tribes, 
and  Alaskan  native  villages  at  quarterly  intervals.  For  fiscal 
1977-78,  the  total  allocations  amounted  to  $6,895.3  million 
distributed  on  the  basis  of  interstate  and  intrastate  formulas. 
Primary  determining  factors  in  the  formulas  include  popula- 
tion, per  capita  income,  and  general  tax  effort  of  recipient 
governments. 

A  local  government's  tax  effort  has  a  direct  positive  effect 
on  the  GRS  allocations  to  that  government,  within  lower  and 
upper  per  capita  grant  limits.  The  tax  effort  factor  of  a  local 
government  is  the  amount  of  adjusted  taxes3  divided  by 
aggregate  personal  money  income  of  the  population  served  by 
the  recipient  government.  For  a  State,  the  tax  effort  factor  is 
the  total  of  State  and  local  taxes  relative  to  the  State's  aggre- 
gate personal  income.  For  1977-78,  all  States  had  a  factor  of 
0.05  or  above,  that  is,  all  States  had  total  State  and  local  taxes 
of  $50  or  more  per  $1,000  of  personal  income. 


Because  of  the  tax  effort  factor,  allocations  of  GRS  funds  to 
local  governments  are  concentrated  in  those  localities  with  large 
populations  and  high  adjusted  taxes.  For  1977-78,  more  than 
38,700  local  governments  were  eligible  to  receive  funds,  yet 
approximately  43  percent  of  the  allocations  went  to  201  local 
governments  with  populations  over  250,000.  The  19,280  local 
governments  with  below  1,000  population  received  less  than  2 
percent  of  all  GRS  allocations  to  local  governments  in  1977-78. 

The  1977-78  distribution  of  GRS  funds  by  type  of  receiving 
government  is  presented  in  table  A.

1  General  revenue  comprises  all   the  revenues  of  a  government  except 
utility,  liquor  store,  and  insurance  trust  revenues. 


It  should  be  noted  that  "general  revenue"  as  described  in 
table  A  includes  revenues  from  the  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments that  are  legally  earmarked  for  specific  purposes,  e.g., 
categorical  grants  received  for  education,  highway  construction, 
welfare,  etc.  A  comparison  of  GRS  revenues  with  only  those 
general  revenues  available  for  the  governments'  discretionary 
use  would  result  in  substantially  higher  percentages  being  indi- 
cated for  each  type  of  local  government. 

The  Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance  (ARFA)  program, 
initiated  in  1976  as  part  of  an  economic  stimulus  program  and 
discontinued  in  the  latter  part  of  1978,  was  targeted  to  State 
and  local  governments,  Indian  tribes,  and  Alaskan  native  villages 
which  had  high  levels  of  unemployment.  The  United  States 
territories  (American  Samoa,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands)  shared  1  percent  of  the  total  ARFA  distribution,  based 
on  population.  The  distribution  of  ARFA  funds  to  other  recipi- 
ents was  determined  by  the  seasonally  adjusted  national  unem- 
ployment rate,  the  individual  State,  local,  tribal,  or  native  village 
unemployment  rate  (in  excess  of  4.5  percent),  and  the  indi- 
vidual government,  tribal,  or  native  village  GRS  allocation. 
During  the  course  of  the  program,  ARFA  funds  were  provided 
to  more  than  25,000  State  and  local  governments,  Indian  tribes, 
native  villages,  and  territories. 
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The  first  quarterly  payments  under  the  ARFA  program  were 
made  in  November  1976.  Payments  for  the  final  quarter  were 
issued  in  July  1978.  As  a  result,  the  fiscal  period  covered  by  this 
report  is  the  only  one  during  which  most  eligible  governments 
could  have  received  four  quarterly  ARFA  payments. 


arily  provided  to  persons  by  the  recipient  government.  Since 
July  1,  1977,  use  of  ARFA  funds  for  the  acquisition  of  supplies 
and  materials  or  for  construction  has  not  been  permitted, 
except  for  normal  supplies  and  repairs  which  are  necessary  to 
maintain  basic  services. 


Recipients  of  ARFA  funds  were  required  by  law  to  spend, 
appropriate,  or  obligate  funds  within  six  months  from  the  day 
following  the  receipt  of  the  funds.  GRS  funds  are  required  to 
be  used,  obligated,  or  appropriated  within  24  months  from  the 
end  of  the  entitlement  period  to  which  the  entitlement  payment 
is  applicable. 

Under  both  fiscal  assistance  programs,  State  governments 
received  one-third  of  the  total  appropriations,  with  the  remain- 
ing two-thirds  being  distributed  to  local  governments. 

Expenditures  From  GRS  and  ARFA  Funds 

Under  the  amended  Act,  there  is  no  stipulation  restricting 
the  use  of  GRS  funds  to  specific  functional  categories  or  pur- 
poses. Furthermore,  shared  revenue  can  be  used  for  either 
current  or  capital  purposes.  ARFA  funds,  on  the  other  hand, 
can  be  used  only  for  the  maintenance  of  basic  services  custom- 


For  1977-78,  State  and  local  governments  reported  $6,682.3 
million  of  GRS  expenditures,  and  $1,467.2  million  of  ARFA 
expenditures.  Table  B  summarizes  the  functional  distribution 
of  such  expenditures.  It  is  important  to  note  that  expenditures 
of  GRS  and  ARFA  funds  are  those  amounts  specified  by  State 
and  local  officials  as  being  expended  for  the  designated  pur- 
poses. (See  section  on  sources  and  limitations  of  data  on  page  4 
for  a  discussion  of  the  substitution  of  funds  issue.) 

Expenditures  by  Character 

Greater  than  75  percent  of  all  GRS  expenditures  reported  by 
more  than  38,000  State  and  local  government  units  in  1977-78 
were  for  current  expenses.  Approximately  23  percent  of  all 
GRS  expenditures  were  capital  outlays,  while  less  than  2  per- 
cent were  for  debt  redemption.  As  indicated  by  table  C,  ex- 
penditures of  ARFA  funds  in  1977-78  were  almost  entirely 
for  current  purposes.

State  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditure  totals  do  not  include  those  amounts  transferred  to  State-administered  retirement  systems. 
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About  50  percent  of  the  State  governments'  GRS  current 
expenditures  exclusive  of  retirement  system  contributions  were 
intergovernmental  payments  made  to  local  governments.  (Such 
payments  accounted  for  42.7  percent  of  State  governments' 
total  GRS  expenditures  net  of  retirement  system  contributions.) 
Intergovernmental  expenditures  accounted  for  about  25  percent 
of  State  governments'  current  expenditures  from  ARFA  funds. 


Table  D  indicates  that  intergovernmental  expenditures  of 
GRS  funds  by  State  governments  in  1977-78  were  mainly  for 
education,  accounting  for  85.6  percent  of  the  $878  million 
total.  Sixty  percent  of  State  governments'  intergovernmental 
expenditures  of  ARFA  funds  were  for  general  local  government 
support. 


In  table  E,  a  comparison  of  the  percentage  distribution  of 
State  and  local  expenditures  in  1977-78  for  selected  functions 
(excluding  insurance  trust)  and  the  corresponding  percentage 
distribution  of  State  and  local  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditures 
reveals  differences  between  reported  uses  of  fiscal  assistance 
funds  and  uses  of  other  governmental  funds.  In  addition,  it 
can  be  seen  that  reported  GRS  and  ARFA  fund  expenditures 
on  functional  categories  varied  substantially  among  different 
types  of  governments.  State  governments  reported  spending 
over  $1.1  billion  of  GRS  funds  for  education,  with  about 
two-thirds  of  this  amount  in  the  form  of  payments  to  local 
governments.  Local  governments  tended  not  to  use  their  GRS 
or  ARFA  funds  for  education.  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditures 
reported  by  local  governments  were  greatest  for  public  safety 
(police  and  fire  protection)  and  road  maintenance  and  con- 
struction activities.

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Tabular  Presentation  of  General  Revenue  Sharing  and

Table  1  provides  a  background  for  the  GRSand  ARFAdata 
in  this  report  by  furnishing  an  historical  summary  of  State  and 
local  government  revenues  (including  allocations  received  under 
the  revenue  sharing  program).  In  table  2  the  portion  of  govern- 
mental revenues  comprised  of  taxes  is  summarized  for  the  same 
period  with  data  aggregated  for  each  State  by  level  of  govern- 
ment. 

GRS  allocation  data  are  displayed  further  in  three  tables. 
Table  3  provides  information  on  total  GRS  amounts  received 
for  each  State,  by  type  of  receiving  government.  Table  4  shows 
GRS  allocations  as  a  percent  of  total  revenue,  by  type  of 
government.  Further  analysis  of  these  data  is  provided  in  table 
5,  which  groups  the  government  types  into  population  size- 
classes. 

On  the  expenditure  side,  proposed  and  actual  GRS  fund 
expenditure  totals  and  actual  ARFA  fund  totals  are  presented 
in  tables  6  and  13,  respectively.  The  proposed  expenditures 
are  the  amounts  recipient  governments  budgeted  to  spend 
during  the  period  from  their  GRS  funds.  Actual  expenditure 
figures  represent  the  amounts  of  GRS  and  ARFA  funds  ex- 
pended or  obligated  during  the  year.  Expenditure  amounts 
are  shown  for  selected  functions  by  type  of  government  in 
each  State.  These  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditure  amounts  are 
presented  as  a  percent  of  total  expenditure  in  tables  7  and  14, 
respectively. 

Tables  8,  9,  and  10  provide  a  population  size-class  and 
functional  distribution  of  GRS  expenditures  for  counties, 
municipalities,  and  townships,  respectively.  Tables  17,  18,  and 
19  provide  similar  information  about  ARFA  expenditures.  A 
functional  distribution  of  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditures  by 
the  States  appears  in  table  12. 

Individual  government  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditure  data 
are  shown  for  the  111  largest  counties  and  cities  in  tables  11, 
15,  16,  and  20.  GRS  and  ARFA  expenditures  as  a  percent  of 
total  expenditures  are  displayed  for  these  large  local  govern- 
ments in  tables  11  and  20,  respectively.  A  functional  display 
of  GRS  and  ARFA  use  data  is  furnished  for  the  large  counties 
individually   in  table   15  and  for  the  large  cities  in  table  16. 

In  table  21,  numbers  of  local  governments,  by  type  of 
government  and  population  size-class,  are  displayed  according 
to  the  proportionate  use  of  GRS  funds  by  these  governments  in 
selected  expenditure  categories.  In  the  same  format,  table  22 
presents  an  analysis  of  the  use  of  ARFA  funds  in  selected  ex- 
penditure categories. 


Sources  and  Limitations  of  Data 

The  data  on  expenditures  of  GRS  and  ARFA  funds  in  this 
volume  were  reported  by  individual  governments  receiving  such 
funds.  Information  was  collected  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
using  standard  forms  which  differed  in  level  of  detail  according 
to  government  type  and  population  size-class.  The  surveyed 
governments  were  asked  to  categorize  expenditures  of  GRS  and 
ARFA  according  to  Census  Bureau  definitions  of  functions  as 
listed  on  the  survey  forms.  Categorization,  however,  was  subject 
to  the  interpretation  of  the  State  and  local  government  official(s) 
in  charge  of  completion  of  the  form.  Data  are  therefore  subject 
to  possible  respondent  error. 

In  analyzing  the  expenditure  impact  of  both  GRS  and 
ARFA,  it  is  necessary  to  note  certain  caveats  related  to  the  use 
of  the  data  presented  herein.  In  terms  of  actual  effect  of  GRS 
and  ARFA  spending,  the  expenditure  of  funds  may  have  been 
substituted  for  recipients'  expenditures  from  other  sources  of 
revenue.  It  is  therefore  not  known  whether  expenditures  on 
certain  functions  would  have  taken  place  in  the  absence  of 
GRS  and  ARFA,  perhaps  financed  by  borrowing,  by  an  in- 
crease in  taxes  and  charges,  or  by  elimination  of  one  or  more 
programs  currently  receiving  own  source  revenues.  Compared 
to  GRS  expenditures,  the  uses  of  ARFA  funds  are  more  re- 
stricted by  law,  as  mentioned  earlier.  The  expenditure  of 
ARFA  funds  in  permitted  categories  may  displace  expendi- 
tures from  recipient's  own  source  revenue,  freeing  such  for  use 
in  other  functions. 

While  the  total  number  of  GRS  recipient  governments  re- 
mained relatively  constant,  this  was  not  the  case  for  ARFA. 
Since  ARFA  payments  were  made  only  to  individual  govern- 
ments with  an  unemployment  rate  in  excess  of  4.5  percent, 
the  number  of  recipients  varied  from  one  quarter  to  another. 
Thus,  the  number  of  governments  spending  ARFA  money 
in  1977-78  is  larger  than  the  number  receiving  ARFA  money 
in  any  single  quarter  of  the  year. 

Data  should  be  used  with  caution  when  comparing  the  use 
of  GRS  and  ARFA  funds  by  the  different  types  of  governments. 
Though  data  are  aggregated  by  type  of  governments— State 
governments,  counties,  municipalities,  and  townships— the  fiscal 
and  functional  responsibilities  of  each  type  vary  from  State  to 
State.  Any  interstate  comparisons  should  therefore  take  into 
account  such  differences. 


More  detailed  data  on  State  and  local  government  finances 
for  1977-78  are  provided  in  the  Census  Bureau's  Governmental 
Finances  publication  series.

Outlays  for  construction  and  purchase  of 
land,  equipment,  and  existing  structures. 

Correction.  Confinement  and  correction  of  adults  and  minors 
convicted  of  offenses  against  the  law,  and  pardon,  probation, 
and  parole  activities. 


General  Revenue.  General  revenue  includes  all  revenue  of  a 
government  except  utility  revenue,  liquor  stores  revenue,  and 
insurance  trust  revenue. 

General  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  Expenditure.  Amounts  of 
General  Revenue  Sharing  funds,  and  any  interest  earned  on  the 
investment  of  such  funds,  actually  expended  (or  obligated) 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

General      Revenue     Sharing     Funds     Proposed     Expenditure. 

Amounts  of  General  Revenue  Sharing  funds,  and  any  interest 
earned  on  the  investment  of  such  funds,  that  were  budgeted  to 
be  spent  during  the  fiscal  year. 


Current  Expenditures.  Salaries  and  wages,  purchase  of  utilities, 
services  and  supplies,  and  all  other  expenditures  exclusive  of 
capital  outlay  and  debt  redemption. 

Education.  Any  expenditures  for  education  purposes. 

Expenditure.  AM  amounts  of  money  paid  out  by  a  govern- 
ment—net of  recoveries  and  other  correcting  transactions— other 
than  for  investment  in  securities,  extension  of  credit,  or  as 
agency  transactions.  Expenditure  includes  only  external  trans- 
actions of  a  government  and  excludes  noncash  transactions  such 
as  the  provision  of  perquisites  or  other  payments  in  kind. 


Financial  and  General  Administration.  Expenditures  for  finan- 
cial administration  and  executive,  legislative,  and  judicial  opera- 
tions of  government. 

Fire.  All  costs  incurred  for  fire  fighting  and  fire  prevention, 
including  contributions  to  volunteer  fire  units. 

Fiscal  Years.  Annual  Census  Bureau  figures  on  local  government 
finances  are  for  fiscal  years  ending  in  the  twelve-month  period 
through  June  30,  thus,  the  reporting  period  of  1977-78  includes 
local  governmental  fiscal  years  that  ended  between  July  1,  1977 
and  June  30,  1978. 

General  Local  Government  Support.  State  intergovernmental 
payments  that  are  unrestricted  as  to  function  or  purpose,  as 
distinguished  from  amounts  allocated  for  specified  purposes. 
Excludes  aid  to  school  districts  and  to  single  purpose  special 
districts. 

General  Public  Buildings.  Construction,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  city  hall  or  county  courthouse  and  any  other  buildings 
not  relating  to  particular  purposes. 


Health.  All  public  health  activities  except  provision  of  hospital 
care.  Includes  environmental  health  activities  and  all  services 
performed  directly  by  the  public  health  department.  Excludes 
any  payments  under  public  welfare  programs. 

Highways.  Amounts  for  construction  and  maintenance  of 
streets,  sidewalks,  bridges,  and  toll  facilities.  Includes  street 
lighting,  snow  removal,  and  highway  engineering,  but  excludes 
street  cleaning  expenditure. 

Hospitals.  Expenditure  for  construction  and  operation  of 
hospitals,  including  payments  to  hospitals  operated  privately. 
Excludes  nursing  homes. 

Housing  and  Urban  Renewal.  Expenditures  for  urban  renewal, 
slum  clearance,  housing  projects,  and  similar  activities. 

Insurance  Trust  System.  A  government-administered  program 
for  employee  retirement  and  social  insurance  protection  relating 
to  unemployment  compensation,  workmen's  compensation.  Old 
Age,  Survivors',  Disability,  and  Health  Insurance,  and  the  like. 

Interest  on  General  Debt.  Amounts  of  interest  paid  on  all  debt 
except  utility  system  debt. 

Intergovernmental  Expenditures.  Payments  by  State  govern- 
ments to  counties,  municipalities,  towns,  school  districts,  or 
special  districts.  (Intergovernmental  expenditures  by  local  gov- 
ernments are  not  analyzed  in  this  report.  Such  payments  are 
included  in  current  expenditures  amounts.) 

Intergovernmental  Revenue.  Includes  grants,  shared  taxes,  and 
contingent  loans  and  advances  for  support  of  particular  func- 
tions or  for  general  financial  support,  any  significant  and 
identifiable  amounts  received  from  other  governments  as  re- 
imbursement for  performance  of  governmental  functions,  and 
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DEFINITIONS  OF  SELECTED  TERMS 


any  other  form  of  revenue  representing  the  sharing  by  other 
governments  in  the  financing  of  the  activities  of  the  receiving 
government.  Excludes  loans  (other  than  those  of  a  contingent 
nature)  and  amounts  received  from  the  sale  of  property, 
commodities,  or  utility  services  to  other  governments. 

Libraries.  Provision  and  support  of  public  library  facilities  and 
services. 

Liquor  Stores  Revenue.  Liquor  stores  revenue  consists  of  gross 
amounts  received  from  sales  made  by  liquor  stores  owned  and 
operated  by  State  or  local  governments,  exclusive  of  any 
distinctive  tax  revenue  they  may  collect. 

Natural  Resources.  Activities  to  conserve,  promote,  and  develop 
natural  resources  of  soil,  water,  forests,  minerals,  wildlife,  etc. 

Parks  and  Recreation.  Expenditures  for  playgrounds,  golf 
courses,  swimming  pools,  museums,  marinas,  community  music, 
drama,  and  celebrations. 

Police.  Amounts  for  law  enforcement  and  related  activities  of 
government,  including  coroners  and  medical  examiners,  and 
special  police  forces  with  general  arrest  powers.  Includes 
vehicular  inspection  and  traffic  control  and  safety  activities,  but 
excludes  highway  engineering  and  planning. 

Protective  Inspection.  Regulation  of  private  enterprise  for  the 
protection  of  the  public,  and  inspection  of  hazardous  activities. 


Public  Welfare.  Expenditures  for  public  assistance  programs 
including  administration  costs,  vendor  payments,  and  direct 
payments  to  indigents.  Includes  medical,  hospital,  and  nursing 
home  care  provided  to  the  needy. 

Redemption  of  Debt.  Amounts  of  principal  paid  for  the 
retirement  of  short-term  or  long-term  bonded  indebtedness. 

Sanitation  Other  Than  Sewerage.  Amounts  for  facilities  and 
services  incident  to  keeping  streets,  alleys,  and  sidewalks  clean, 
and  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage,  ashes,  refuse,  and  other 
waste.  Amounts  for  snow  and  ice  removal  are  included  in 
"highways". 

Sewerage.  Expenditures  for  sewers  and  sewage  disposal,  facilities, 
including  intergovernmental  payments  for  such  services.  For 
combined  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  systems,  segregable 
expenditure  relating  to  sewage  disposal  is  also  included. 

Utility  expenditure.  Gross  expenditure  for  a  water  supply, 
electric  light  and  power,  gas  supply,  or  transit  system  owned 
and  operated  by  the  government.  Includes  interest  payments  on 
utility  debts. 

Utility  Revenue.  Receipts  from  the  sale  of  utility  services  or 
commodities  to  the  public  or  to  other  governments. 

Water  Transport.  Provision,  operation,  and  support  of  canals 
and  other  waterways,  harbors,  docks,  wharves,  piers,  and  related 
terminal  facilities. 
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
